His ilxcelloiicy'B Hp'.'rt;li ujion tho 
prorogation ot Iho LcgiHUtHvo Coun- 
cil is a lerso produolion, touching 
briiflv upon tho various mciiaurefl that 
have claimed ttio iittonlion ot tho 
body daring tho Boseion and dismiHS- 
ing tho membors in iho usual tono of 
iroozing poliioncas. It is worthy of 
remark that to no monsuro that han 
passed tho Council has Ilia Excellency 
refused his assent. Two bills only 
remain UDBignod, to which it is highly 
probable asseot will bo given at 
some futaro time. Hm Exoollcncy 
annoanoea himself friendly to an im- 
migration soheme ; but the HUggcBu 
tion of the Council for a drawback on 
certain artiolos manufactured in tho 
Colony from native products, does not 
appear to meet with favor. Ills Ex- 
cellency very wisely hedges around 
the recommendation as to a premium 
on quartz mills, and thinks, with 
many others, that too much care can- 
not bo observed in awarding tho 
premium. It would, for instance, bo 
an act of folly on tho part of tho 
Government to pny a man §5000 for 
erecting a quartz mill that would cost 
$4000 ai.

Our rich 
veins of gold and silver quartz vdll be 
profitably worked, ond will add to the 
wealth and prosperity of the country 
long tiftor every loot ot alluvial dig- 
gings .has been turned over; bat Gov- 
crnmental aid must be extended in a 
judicious and sensiblo manner. Hi3 
Excellency promises to pay every at- 
tention to tho recommendation of 
the Council resolution for tho 
removal of tho Custom House to 
Victoria, which lie torniH tho '■ chief 
town," and ilio pluco whoro tho "prin- 
cipal comioerco of tho Colony ic car- 
ried on." 'J'ho only other item ot 
interest contained in the meesago is 
tho following :

Tho goods 
may be carried direct from Victoria, and 
WcBtminBtor, confiiiod to its limited oHicial 
paironago, will expire in a low months 
from iiiunilioii, Wu have no desire to fcu 
tbat town destioyod ; but wo cannot and wid 
nut shut our eyes lo patent luots, however 
wilfolly blind the people ol the capital may 



be as to its ultimate late. The retention of 
the seat of Government at New Weatminslor 
will not save it from decay, while one- half of 
the ofRoialB reside at Vicloria and the other 
hair are, so to spoulr, UDwilling roaidenls of 
the capital. Governor Seymour is as well 
awate as any one that with the commerce of 
New Westroinetor the sourco from whence 
it drew its prosperity departed. His dcclina^ 
tioD lo inHuenco the ofliciul vote when tho 
question was before the Council, plainly 
shows Ibis, and nlihou^h His Exceliency 
may " still hesilate" to remove his abode and 
the ecat of Legislature, ho will eooD see reason 
to change bis -mind, and we are do'nfide'nt 
that, when his reoommeodation shall be seat 
forward to Downing Street, it will be in favor 
of this city being made Ibe temporary seat of 
GoverondeDt.

Tbe Capital Debatei 

By tbe return of our Special Reporter from 
New Westminster, we are enabled to give 
ibe remaining portion ot tbe speccbea on the 
Capital QnestioD.and also to repo tat great- 
er length, the speeches of those gootlemen 
of which only a synopsis received by teleg- 
raph was given before: — 

Hou DtfCoamos said lhat he did not wish 
to dwell at- any f^rual len^^th on ihe suhjeet 
under disrussion. He was prepared to vole 
at once wiiliout luriber debulu Bi I aa tlie 
Council seemed dii>pused to cootiiiuo ibe 
dcbata, hu would make soaie few allusions ro 
the subject. He bad liaiened with much 
pleaiure lo the able i^p cch of bis colli'ai;iie 
(Ur Ilolmekari) and to ihe eioqui-iit speech ol 
the lion riolicitor (Jeneial. IJe coocurrid 
with them aoih, in thu main. They had 
ubiy stated the claims ot Vicloria, as Ihe 
most suitable place lor tho seat of Uovorn - 
ment. He differed with them on som^) points. 
He_did not consider the Capital quct-tion as 
the irior-t imporliinl lhat could eii(;iigu the 
alieiition of the (,'ouncil. Tliiru wi'ie n her 
questions, ot which be would mention two: 
The "Iteration of tbe preaeiit constitution ol 
the Council and the yreat question ol Coti- 
loderation. fn either of itieso tho public 
had a preattr and more lasting interest. A» 
ihu previuuH apeeebea ^ri fjvi r of Victoria 
beini; made the seal ol Uoverijment wure ?o 
lull of argurneuls in tupport ol such a mea- 
sure, it was needless lor him to deiay ihe 
Coaocil by going over the ground. He would, 
however, advert to somo rnmarks of the ho:i 
npntleman from Xew Westrninsicr. He 
(Hod Rnbson) had made a very ablean l elo- 
q lent ppeech in ravor of retaining the f-e.il 
ul Govi:rntr.ent at New VVestiiiiiiskr. He 
considered that New Weslmirister bad been 
well represented by him, and it was a matter 
ol surpriFO that tho people of tbat place had 
lately given him (Hon Koli.-on) i^o much op- 
po.iition when a eaii'iulatc fir ilio (Jounrjil. 
The whole e[iereh, houevi r, oi lin; l,on iiu'in- 
ber for New VV'esimii.stt !■ /ippeaied liusiiiuie 
of sound arguments. There seemed to bo 
only one thing in his sjieordi, llmt wan, thiil 
ha rested hia cose with the tjovoriior— leli 
ihe whole question to the Gov( rnor to settle, 
irrespective of the wishes ol the peojile mi the 
sutjecl, lill the eonstiiuiion was cha'i;;ud. 

Hon HoljMjn oijecied. 

Hon iJeCiirmis coiniiaud — llo might have 
misapprehended the bi n tiei.ileman; bat thi; 
manner in which he bad alluded, to the 
coricludiuK paragraph of the message con ' 
liimed him in h's stutemeot. Tho disposal 
of tho sent of Government was u matter ul 
pierotjalivo. Now, whilst ho waa nut dn 
[losed lo ItLiieh on thu prei ogiiiivos (j| tin' 
Urouii, he would say, that Kii;ilisliiiirii ivcn- 
everywhere accustomed tosee the pn roL'aii vu 
exercised in accordance with the wull-iihilei- 
stood wishes of llie people, and noi in an 
arbilrary and despotic manner.

In reply to these Btatialic!', ho would aay, 
that u short time past when Ibuy were po.ai 
lively read iu tils presence, and that of others, 
a distioot denial of Ibe , Ogures was mado by 
an honorable member of the Council luniiliar 
wiih the BgricuUure of the district. If he 
( Itobaon) wished Ihe' Dame ot thai ^^emli! 
man, tio WttH prepared to give ii. (.N'auii' 
iiol naked, Iinp ) Uorn<e(iUently, theie waa a 
bulaiici) in the eviduncu on this point, and 
lujt I be produced additional wituusses, the 
aiiiiiaiics ought to be disregarded, |iat tak- 
ing them at their f'aco, Iho district of Cow- 
iohan alone bad as Inv^n iiiul as productive 
a farming populalion aa I'le lower- Kraser. 
fiojidos tl.a', il era woo the extODS vo pro' 
purties uud wealiiiy agricultural district ex* 
lenaiiig from Vicloria to North Suanidb, m 
to Metobosin. 'i'bis dislriot was lar more 
populous and wealthy than the lower Frasur, 
consequently flio claims of New West 
rninali r bdl to the ground on that Kcore. If 
any arfiuiiienta were adduced Irorn llii) atato 
of ugi icultui e, tbe piepoiidcrance would bu 
lot Vicloria. liui ho doeinod neither to be 
a good argument on the face of thu desire of 
the majority of tho pooplu to Ideate the seal 
ot li&veriiment ul Vicloria. Tho hon i;(inile. 
man bud aid i said that Vicloria had bo n 
forced up by exceptional ciroumataiices, im- 
plying that the laie Guvetnur bad dunu somo

adminislralion. Now, be dooied this statex 



ment, lie was ns familiar with tho history 
of the country as anyone sinoe l8.')8,and ho 
oballengud any one to show that Sir James 
Douglas had dune anythiog to foster tbo 
growth of Victoria at the exponso of New 
Wesiminster since tho hon Oolleator ol 
Custoiua went there in JunclBuD. Governor 
Douiilps may have introduced nioasuros ob» 
jociionablu to many, but none having 
the t( ndcncy suggested by the hon mein» 
ber for New VVestminator. Vicioiia liud 
grown up by viriue.^//of ^.tl^oij. entiBrpriso 
of hci- people by nccidenial oircumstonces ; 
what destroyed tho Lower Frasor as n busi- 
ness place wus tho removal ol the t wn from 
Langloy to Queeiisboro, or what is now West- 
minster. This had been done by Colonel 
Moody, who had been so woll flattered to- 
day by tbe hon gentleman, The purchasers 
ot lots in Ltingley were disgngteii. wllb the 
change ; had consequently no oooGdunce iu 
the government, none in the place, and pro- 
ferrid lo remain with cerlaiuliea in Vicloria 
to uncertaintieH in New Westminster, 'i'hcse 
were the reasons why Victoria took and kepi 
the start : it waa not exceptional guburua^ 
lorial action.

Hun DeCo.'fmos continued — There was no- 
ihiiig so bitter as lact ! He had only cited 
ihe inconsi.ateiicy of the hon genlleiuuu lo 
show how bo could cite one thing one way 
one day to support his policy, and cite the 
same thing a different way aooiber day to 
suit his ends. The hon nentleman had also 
made a .statement that Victoria had not earned 
an enviable reputatiou lor loyally abroad. 
He bad charged Victorians vvilh agilation, 
unnoxaiiun and treason. He had done so to 
prove that New VVesimir.sier was Ihe moai 
desirable place for the Governor to reside, 
nnd Vicloria the most objectionable. He 
(DeCosmos) was well up in Ihe hiaiuty ol 
Victoria; tiad been there since early in 1808, 
whan there was scarcely 20Li people iu Van- 
couver Island and but a hundred ur so on 
Ihe baolis of the Fraser. He bad known 
Victoria thoroughly, through all her viciasi- 
tuoes, and he were prep red to fiay that a 
more loyal, order-loving, law-abiding, in- 
telligent, moral and eoierpriain^ people, when 
taken man for man, could not be lound, in 
our wide.-ipread colonies or under the Crown 
of England.

Hon IJoCosmos continued — An attempt 
has been made by the hon gentleman to 
iiolater up hia Hide of the capital question 
by char^'ing Victoria with being a holbed of 
a;;ilalion, ttiat il eonsuiuen lly wa3 not a fit 
place for the Goveriior to reside. Ue bad 
also read reinarka in Ibe mea.iugo and else- 
whero deprecating agitation. Now ho for 
one hoped that tbe sua would never rise on 
this colony when agitation did not exist. 
What hud made Boglisbmeo— what bad 
placed the rtriiish race at the head of the 
vviirld ? Wh it had enabled I^ngland lo en- 
dow mankind with freud.)m mu! tree diseus- 
aion but ugilaiion? It huil eonliiiued lor 
ages — was tlie work of generations. II there 
was one principle inoru than anoibor that lie 
admiied in hia raco it wus lhat unceasing 
activity of mind that resulted m nutiunal 
progreasion. 'I'here waa a dillereuce betwBcn 
legitimate agitation and faction. He did 
nul believe thai Victoria had ever boon 
swayed by mere faction. Agitation has u 
parly and party has principles; but laciiou 
IS aaiiation without principle. If ho desired 
to liiid faction ho could liiul it wiihout goiu^ 
a tliousand iriile.a hum Xrw IV ealiiiinaler. 
I'bat place had onlv lately beeonns quiet. 
The hon tjenlhunun had only lately taken up 
a conservative poaitioiii Had not a prize ea- 
aay lieuo wiitieu by a genilomiiii high in 
poKiiion iu tho colony which cburactorieed 
the placij as being controlled by a lactious 
clique? Would ihe lioii gentltinaii ileny 
ih.u';' Ne.irly every one who jias.'^L'il liirinuh 
the place in those days had told him thai 
lliey regardi-cl it as a holbudof p.ilitical fanat-- 
ICS. It waa a place where agitation waa in- 
er,-a, iiit — a place where faction wus aubHtis 
liiti,- 1 iur |.:;riy, passion mistaken lor rcaaon, 
ail i pii-judiee lor patriotism.

Ho could not 
say Ibo saino lor New Westmiuater, It waa 
notorious that a mob iu Now Wosttninsier 
had driven a person from bis popt whilst 
discharging a public duly, hud provontcd biin, 
a mob prevented him in New Westminster 
from carrying oiit the iDStructloDs of goforn. 
mont. .This the bon gentleman cannot deny. 
Was this then the place jior e*MW«ncfl wbeio 
i<io scat of goveriimeat^ sl^ould^'bo. Iooate4 7 
Uo liopoil the bon gentleind'n would never 
altcoipt lo oast any slurs on Victorians, for 
Iboy were as noble minded aud noble hearted 
a people as ever livedi The hou gentleiuau 
then alluded lo Capt Ricburda, Admiral King- 
eombe, and Colonel .Moody recommending 
New Westminster as a fit place for the 
capital. If they bad done so that is no 
reason why it ebould bo there il' the people 
did uol wish it. Ho had also said that Vic- 
toria would bo " anulTed out" it New Wosti 
uiiustcr romained as tho soat of governnieut. 
Ho believed no such thing, Victoria would 
holdthu supremacy, seat of government or no 
scut of government. He bad been told by the 
hon genlleman tbat New Westminster would 
bu tho terminus of the Atlantic aod Tacifio 
railroad, and tbcrorore ought to bu tbo scat 
of government. In reply ho would say lhat 
no ouo would bn more gratified to sen the 
btpatn liorso rushing in nnd out of Now 
Westiuiuster thou birasclf but it waa too 
ruiuolo lo all'cot tho present questiou. Tho 
hon member for New Wostmiaator in order 
to undorvaluo the pelilions hi'loro the Ilouao 
bad stated that Vicloria agents bad plied the 
miners with whisky to sign tbe petition ia 
favor of Victoria. The mioera had been sluu. 
dered by tho bon gcntlcnan. From Yule to 
Cariboo it bad been charged agaiastlbem lhat 
Ibey could bo bought for a glass of whiskey. 
Heretofore, tho hon gentleinan, tho press of 
New Westininatcr, and thoa-j high in author- 
ily, had miarepre.si.'ntL'd the opinions of tho 
iiierchanis, packers and miners long enough 
by denvirig that Ihoy were iu favor of union, 
when tho truth waa tliat iho only peo|ilo on 
the iniiinhiud opposed to union wi-ro thu iii- 
habilanta of New Westuiinsler and the govern 
ment. Tbo attempt waa mudo now to ahuuliM- 
tbeu by saying tbat a glass of whisky would 
induce a miner to sign a petition, and that 
with a view of retaining tbe seal of govern- 
ment where it was. He was prepared tosday 
to stump the country with the hon gentleman- 
He [llohsoa] might take a bottle of whiskey 
in Olio linad aud a petition ia the other; and 
[Deljosiiioa] would liiku no whijliey, and yet 
hu would duly him lo get oiiu signature Im 
Ni'w Wc'stiiiiii.-^ter, when he would get lea lor 
Vicloria. No more noble hearted, daring, 
enterprising body ol men could bo loud any-- 
where than the miners of tbo inttrior, und yei 
tbo bon geutlemun would bare ua infer thai 
Ibey were sola, purcbaseublo wilb a glaas of 
whiskey. 

Hob RobsoD angrily — I never said ibey 
were plied with whislty. 
Hon Walkem— Ha did say so. 

Hon Helmcken — He did. 

Hon DeCosinoa said, in tho nolea of my bon 
colleague are ihi'so words : 'These men were 
plied ivith whisky, ic.;' lU ray own notes are 
the saino words; so u ia clearly established 
that hoa geutleiuau did say ao. 

lion Kobsou riaiag, again denied, 

Hon DuOosmos bopad that the hon gcntleiuun 
would keep bis temper if ho did not bia seat. 
Tho miners were au iQlelligent and suber 
people. Tbey paid a large part of tbe taxes 
of the colony. They produced $2,OOO,00U ia 
gold; yet tbe boa gentleman would try to 
make out that the miners were nobodies; that 
the 1,000 miners of Cariboo were unimportant 
in comparison with a few people iu New West, 
iniuater, IIo would now allude to the remarks 
made by the hou .Magiatrato Iroui Queauelle 
(IJall.) Uabadsaid that if the seat of Koveru- 
uienl WI13 removed fur Now Westuiinater, thu 
place tvuuld bu ruined, aud all the people 
would be driven away. The logical inference 
trom thia statement is tbat the whole of New 
Westminster ia dependent on the government 
officials. Tbat is, tbe people at large fei>d tbe 
officials by paying tbem calaries, and tbe olh- 
ciala feed the people of New Westminster by 
.-^pending their money among tbem. If this be 
u ue, the case stands ibis way : Tbe bon gen- 
llemaii from New Westrniiisier will not mI1o« 
tho mlnera who pay by la.xes a great part ol 
the salaries of the oflicials to have any voice 
aa 10 where those olliciala shall reside, and 
simply becauao New Weslmiasler is fed anil 
clothed by tbe olliciala, according to tbo sale- 
men*, of the bon members for Quesnelle; 

liou Robson would interrupt aad continue 
to dn so. 

Hon Young hoped that suob interruptions 
would not t>e permitted. The hon member 
for New Westminster bad been paiiouily 
listened to for two hours. 

Hon President said that tho hon junior 
member for Victoria bad not used the e.\act 
words of the hoa member lor .Vew Westiuinsti r. 

Hon DeCosmos said that tbe boa genth-iaiui 
for New Westminster bad said that the move- 
able populalion in tbe interior should have im 
weigbt with Iho government, by signing these 
petitions. 

Hon Robson— That is what I said. 

Hon DeCosmos — Tho words " raavoablo po- 
pulation" meant miuera and no one else. [Hear, 
hear,j Yet the lion member for .Vew West- 
minsler would wish tbo miuers lo do nothing 
or liavu no weiH'H with the goveraineot coii., 
Irary to ihe 'vishea of those who live here. 
If liny hail been in favor of New Weatminslor 
instead ot V^icloria as tbo seat ol sovernraent, 
ibo bon gcutluroan would have claimed tbat 
Ibey bad a right with government- jdat as 
the case' stands, the hou gentiemaa desired 
tbat those wbo lived oQ' tbe governniuui 
should speak fur the whole colony. Tbo hou 
(gentleman says the seat of govurnment is a 
prerogative question ; tho crown or its repre- 
seiilatives possess tbe right at comniou law lo 
Bay where the seat of the government shall 
be, where the legialaturo ahill meet, where 
the courts shall meet. lJut like all other 
principles under the liritiah Ooustitution 
there ia a limit to the prerogative. There is 
sneli a thing aa the uao of Iho prerogative ; 
aud such a ibiog us tbe abuse of tbe prero- 
gative. If tbe governor, for instance, locaied 
tbo courts at Burrard's Inlet whilst there 
were no people there, and whilst the people of 
the distrist resided ehii ily hero, that would 
be on abuse o( prerog.iiivo. Tbe convenience 
of ihe [leoplo would not be eoiisiilled. If an 
iocouipeicnt [leraon Jwero made a judge ol 
such courts, (hat would be ai ubusu of 
prerogative. liul if Ihu courts for this dis- 
trict be located al New Weslniirister, where 
the inhabitarua could l)e accoiiimodaled, ami if 
a ^competent jmlge be appointed to such 
courts, tbo prorogativc! iu audi a caao would 
be used and not abused. The council could 
have little difficulty iu advising tho governor 
as to the use of his prorogativo in locating 
tbo seal of government. Two thonsaiid 
namea aro appended to tho petitiona before 
thu llouso asking i.'i.it Victoria be mado the 
aeat ot governmeril. Theru are ao pelilions 
10 tho contrary. The majority of tbo council 
would reprcaenl the country in recommending 
tbo governor to grant the prayer of tho poti- 
tiouers. To do bo would be a proper use of 
tbo prerogative. Not to do so would bo an 
abuse of the prerogative. To make Victoria 
ibo seat of government would be exerciaing 
the prerogative legitimately, using the prero- 
gative within cuiistitutioaal limits, in fact 
using the prerogativu in accordaaoe with tlie 
clearly eirpressed opinion of the peoplt. Tbo 
hon genlleman cuiieluded by supporting the 
motion of his colleague. 

Hon Mr, Young feared that at this lato hour 
the House was somewbal w ary with tho long 
discussion that had been before it, und be 
would therefore, in what he had to say, en- 
deavor to be as brief M pisslblc, but, con- 
sidu'iiig tbo importanco of tbo Buhjoct, it wa.s 
impoasiblo thiU hu could sit aiiil and give a 
silent volo upon tho queaiion, for he felt that 
any man wbo did so nnd could not support 
his volo by fact und argument would bo a 
marked man for timo lo come, Tho argu- 
menta in rcspoet of tbo relative merits and 
relalivn claims of ibo two places, Victoria und 
New Westminslor, had been nearly exhausted, 
but lie could not- view the question in^tbls 
respect. In his butnble opinion we had aot lo 
consider the beauty of the site, what would 
bo the top to one place, or tbe gain to the 
other, or which people were the most moral 
or Iho handsomest or tho ugliest ? Tho inat- 
lor had to bo considered irreapecliva of local 
interest hnd advantage, and solely ns to the 
bearing il would have upon tbo tuture pros" 



perity and stability of tho entire colony. He 
would tako up ihu arguments against tbo 
resolution. What wcro they 7 So far as ho 
could understand them they rested solely upon 
one ground, viz., ibat Now Westminster bad 
bccu established as the capital of British 
Columbia by Law, und having been so ostubs 
lishcd it was a matter of good faith to keep it 
there. That the good faith of tbe Goveroment 
was pledged to keep the capital '(at New Westi 
minster, and that it woiild bo a breach of con- 
tract to remove it. Now upon what is tbif 
arguiueul founded? A Proclarnalioii dated 
I'"ebruaiy, 18.')0. But tbia I'ruclamation wag 
not a law. It, merely declared and mudo 
known tbat the iutensious ot the Government 
were iu respect of li.viiig the silo of a towu at 
tho entrance of thu Fraser, And why was 
such a proceeding necessary V Because tbe 
Governineut had already laid out and sold one 
tow n site (Langley) which they now aban- 
doned for anotbar. It therefore became ncces 
sary to announce tbcir iuientioas in some 
formal manner. Hence this Proclamation. 

Hon Attorney Qeneral — It is a: law, though, 
for all that, 

Hon Mr. Young— The Hon Attorney General 
says it is n "laio." Is there any enacting 
clause ill it 7 Is tlicro any recital of tbe 
authority under which the law is created 7 
No, nonu whatever, and tho Hon Altoruey 
General knows Una aa well as I do. 

Wo aro told New Westminster cannol be 
moved becauao a commissioner was sent out 
by Ibo Imperial (iovernment lo select its site. 
But v/o iieur nothing as to tho iminner in 
which that cornmisaioner caused tlie site of 
I/aiigley to bo ahaadoned (bear, hear). How 
is il, it tbo status of New Westminster cannol 
bo i.iiortered with now, that the site was 
moved from tamgley (hear, bear.) If tbe ar- 
gument bo of any value, it must have been of 
equal value then, and yet we sec Langley was 
aljandoned when liii[ierial i n tere.sls or grave 
military considerations rendered il desi.-iililo 
ttiat it should be abandoned. A3''mallers 
have turned out, it may bo a cause of regret 
thai two towns were ever established. Il may 
also be A cause of regrel tliat ISrilisli Coluiu^ 
bi.i was evt r erealed a separate Colouy. Hut 
abo was crualed into a separate Colony, aud 
having been so created, aa a matter of course, 
it became necessary to establish a capital or 
chief town in lhat separate Colony. In Van- 
couver Island a capital or chief town was 
already established. Houses were built there. 
.Mercantile establisbments bud been formed 
Ibere. A centre of- population bad been at- 
tracted. Money had been iuvottid, aud all 
these thinga were so patuut that no procliuna- 
lion waa iiecessaiy lo inlorm ihe people of 
I hem, and thai Vietoria was thu capital of 
Vaneouvcr Island. But bow dilferoul was it 
here. Gnu town abandoned aud another pro- 
po ed to ho formed in tho dense forest. A 
prochimalion was indeed necessary to make 
tbia known. And tbia is tbe origin of this 
proclamation. I have showu it is not a law ; 
but for tbe sake of nrgument I am willing tr, 
admit that a docnmeal penned under such 
circumstances and in, so formal a manner is 
equally biodiog as a loatter of good faitb upon 
tbo Government na if it were a law. But what 
then ? Circumstances alter casoa. And an- 
Ihe circuir.siunces of the colony tho same now 
aa then ? Is Briliah Columbia now what she 
waa ibon? Tho whole circuinsiaoces of the 
country ure changed. Take the Union I'roclm 
Illation. Ijook at tbe "Brilisb Columbia Act." 
Do wo not find that tho words "Briliah 
Columbia" before the Union meant one thing, 
but after Union tbey meant another? Are not 
Vancouver Island aod ber dependencies added 
to what was British Oolumbla before the 
Union 7 We are told tbat Vajcouver Island 
bod asked for Union, and that therefore she 
bus no voice in tbo matter. In fact that her 
jieople have to bo treated na captives wbo 
must^liear tho yoke they have iiuiiosed upon 
themselves. lint read Lord Carnarvon's 
despatch of 31st Uciobor, 18GG, detailing 
the reasons which led her .Majesty's 
Government to unite the colonies. fs 
there one word in that despatch which 
will support such an argument? We 
are l^told too, that tbe petitions which were 
laid before that Hoone are not to be regarded. 
Now, be bad token considerable care to ex- 
ami no those peiuioos; the one from Victoria 
hn lound signed by 1448 p^rsous; be bad gone 
compleiely through tho whole of tbe petitions, 
Miui he had found amongst them the names of 
men whom he had known lor years. It bad 
been slated that the gelling up of ibcae peti- 
tions was a dishonorable and dialioneal dodge, 
and that the .signera, it not operated upon by 
designing individuals, bad been filled with 
whisky. For bis part, from his knowledge 
of many of the signers, be repudiated aucb an 
assertion as one of the grossest calumnica that 
was ever alleged against a respectHblo and 
(ntelligeot oomoiunily. (Applause.) Tbo CuN 
vmies bad undoubtedly been united on Imperial 
grounds, to consolidate British interests iu the 
North Pacific, and British Columbia was now 
to all intents and purposes, a new Colony. 
.More than half tho [lopulalion reside in Vans 
couver lalaiid, (.Vo, no— hear, hear.) I say 
yes, yes. liul for the aake of arguiueul, admit 
tbat on/i/ one half reside in Vuicouver Island, 
and mat the one half consists of only 1,000 
persons. Now wliat was iheir jiublic debt al 
tlio lime of union ? X lO,OOU, or XIO per bead; 
whereas the public debt of British Columbia 
was £200,000, or £50 per heed; so that now, 
with tbe united population, the public debt 
is £30 per bead. Therefore while tbo people 
of tbe mainland had been relieved to the 
extent of £20 per bead, the pooplo ol Vancous 
vor Island had had that X.'20 imposed U|ion 
them, and yet they were to have no voice iu a 
cluestion which most luaterially aU'ecls the 
future of Ihe uniied colony. Is it likely that 
any such (|uestion would hu dacided against 
the vviabes of tho people? In a speech at ii 
public dinner in London tbe other day, Lord 
tJarnarvon saia that tbo popular prejudiae 
against Downing street was passing oway, und 
that it wus now known tbat it was tbo deaire 
of Her Mnjesiy's Government, only to act so as 
10 conduce lo the general welfare ol tbe people 
and in accordance with their wishes; although 
occasionally ipiestiona must arise that the 
views of imperial policy did so eross aa lo 
rrquire the e.Nliibiliuii ol the most kiiuliy and 
alTuclionate feeling ou the one side ami the 
other. The e;ioiee of a capital for a colony 
miKlil be a prerogative mailer- but depend 
upon il, that prerogative would never be exer- 
cised against tbe feelings of tbe masses. Vic- 
toria bad from '.be first Deen practically the 
oapilal of the two colonies. Force ol circuuis 
stances bad made ber so, and ibcii tho pruajier- 
ity of New Westminster -vvas greater than it 
had ever been since, .Sellle tbia iiuestion now 
and 1 lirinly believe this state ot things will 
again lie brought about; conlidence will be re- 
stored; the money llial is now loc'ied up in tbe 
banks, and that is now partly going out ol tbe 
country, will be invested in thu country, and a 
tide of prosperily will set in. Wu are tol l 
lhat if the seal of government bu removed 
from New Westtuinaler it will crurabio away. 
I cannot believe it, I firmly believe, on tbe 
contrary, "that it will increase in stability. 
You must have a town on tbo lower Frascr. It 
will not go from here where vested interests 
aro centered, and Iho more tbo slabilily nnd 
pro8|ierily o! Vicloria is increased, so will New 
We.!tiui'>sler in proportion Ihrivo and llouriah 
and evenlually become a (own of considerable 
rnagnilude- The hon nieiober for Ne,v Wests 
minaler Imd called ii'leolion lo llie last para- 
graph of the (fovenior'a nu'saago, and had de- 
sired to impress upon lion me libera IhiU in 
discussing the (juestioii of tho capital, they 
were guilty of |)olitical agitation, but the hon 
member had bcre rntbcr got into a dilemma, 
fie bod virtually charged his Excellency with, 
in such case, treating the deliberations of tbe 
Council aa political iigiliition. ('oiilil anything 
bu more aliaurd ? What did Ilia lOxcellency 
want to inform him in tbia and in other manors 
but the calm and deliberate advice and apsiel- 
anco of a constitutional body lo guide blui lo [ 
act intelligonlly, and for thu general benefit of 
Iho entire colony? Tbo bon geuiloinan con- 
cluded by thanking tho Council for the pallcnce 
with which they hitd beard htm, and slated 
thut bo felt bo should have been wanting In 
hig duty to tbeOovornor, to the people of the 
colony, and to himself as a member of this 
council had ho given a silent vote, a.nd did he 
notgirothal vole according to his lionoatand 
deliberate belief, a belief formed after a resi- 
donco of 10 years in thu colony, nnd an ollicial 
connection in a high position in tbo govorn- 
m«ni for upwards of eight. 



Hon Trutoh would soy as low words as 
possible, but it was nec.issary lo show 
whence he derived his conclusions. As tbo 
question ol tbe Seat of Government was at 
the profunt timo not fixed, His E.Ycellcuoy 
would Bat the question at real, but he depre- 
cated iinutediutu uction on Iho aubject. flu 
(Ihe Governor) hud liowevur, iuvited the 
membors of that House to express their opin- 
lous on thu euljecl of thu Seat of Govern- 
ment, Tbo choice of a capital was one ot 
tbe prerogatives of govurDraent, and he 
would not bav* considered him self privelog- 
cd to vote on tho subject had the Governor 
not asked lor ilioir opinions. Hu (hon 
i'rulch) would vote according lo hia consci* 
ence uud hence he concurred with the resolu- 
tion. The capital, from what bis experieuce 
bad tHUght him should be at Yicturia, aud 
ho could not go back' from' such well founded 
opinions. Every circumstance of Ihe Colony 
rendered it imperative, aud Ihc public 
iutereats were superior to any privato ones. 
It was true tho rights of iboae who hud pro- 
parly at New Westminster deserved coiisid- 
erution, but they should not Lo an obatuule 
io the way of tbe public welfare. He did nut 
see tbe policy of goveromeot trying to support 
two towns when the advonlagc ol the Coloay 
would be to make ono iinportaot aud allruo- 
live Thu Governmonl would bo curriod on 
at Victoria more convuniuiiily and ocoii- 
oinically, ui;d tho intelligence of tlid Colony 
would be available whim reciuired by the 
Executive, Ouo prospurous town wouhJ 
oiler inducements to Ihe io vestment of capital 
in tbe Colony tbe benefit of which would 
be leli throughout. lu one populous lown 
n c i:hould have amusements and t c other 
vdvantages ol sooioty which could not be 
atiuined under tho present circumatanc:;s 
with two towns. The attempt to carry on 
iwo towi.s would bo injurious to both, aa their 
fuugress would depend upon our own ell'urts; 
without tbe attraciioas obtainable by the 
fostering of one city, we should have no aid 
from abroad, aud boih would languish. Vic- 
loria possessis many natural ndvunlugcs 
which New Wi;slnii'i-ter never cau ell'er. 
The people of New Woslmiustor had overs 
come unheard of diffioultiea, and had f-hown 
much energy and enterprise ; but were all 
ol these increased toiilolil, ihey would I.e 
useless to cope with the naluial advaiiiu^es 
of Vicloria. '1 bu resolution e.xpr'Ssed Ida 
ideaa on ihu auUjeot precisely, aod ibeio was 
no immediate action called lor. He believed 
ihe great bulk of tho people was in favor ol 
Vicloria. 

Hon Sanders in supporting the resolution 
believed be wa» doing good to tho couur. 

try, aud in doing so be acted conscientiously. 

Hen Cox — 'I be general leeling, ho could 
aalely say, was io favor of Victoria, und ho 
could not do otherwise than support ibc re- 
solution. 

Hoo Stamp supported the resolution as 
the proper measure tor the presoot ciicuiu- 
stances of ihe euuntry. 

Hon I'emberton believed every one ohould 
give hia hoiietl opinion upon suon an iinpuri- 
aiit measure, 'i'hi great ruasnn why he 
coocurind in tbe reiiolulion Was that no iin- 
mediaie aciioii waa oeceitflary ou iliu malion, 
it was also very moderuto in tone. The 
douy was to all intents and purposes a new 
Colony, and there could iheretoio be no 
prior claims existing; it was of advantage to 
tlio Colony ihui the capital should bo located 
ut Victoria. 

Hon Souihgate would state, in order to 
justify his vote lor tbe constitution of Vio- 
taria as tbo capita', that he had mbi y reasoi 8 
lor being much luiereated ^in the progress 
and prosperity o( Victoiia and Esquiiiialt. 
London was not in the centre ol England 
und yet it worked very well as the capital of 
that country. It was tho best policy to 
luster and advaooe ooo town in a small 
colony like this. He had great sympuinj 
lor the property holders at Xcw VVesimin- 
ater, tut they could not weigh ugaiosl the 
wellore of the entire Colony. When hu ar- 



rived in tho colony 8 or 9 years ago be 
visited both ploecs and readily decided ob 
Victoria as boiog nnqusstionably the best 
place, be was subsequently oonfirraod io h s 

judgement. 

Hon O'i'cilly — V o reaolnlion before the 
House was moat important lor the intoteits 
ol tho colony both at homo and abroad ; it 
would ull'cci its progress from end lo «nd. 
At ptuaent tbero wus uo place sufCoiently 
attractive for tbo mvucr,'» when tbey came 
ddtx^a ih the onturan with :lho prooceds of 
their suniiiier's mining. The oonscquencs 
was, Ihut be (the miner) took his money down 
to .San Fraiieiacu lo spend ur invest, which 
he would nut do if theru, waa a town where 
utiraclivo atnusernonts oould bo eilered in 
tho colony. In supporting two towns the 
Govornraeot coultj not nccomplish this, so 
that tbe true policy was to make Victoria 
the capital in order to make it also tha 
centre of attraction. He could speak for the 
diatri t wlieru ho exercised his office lhat tho 
oonple were generally in favor of Victoria. 
1 he resolution did not call lor immediate 
uction and it would have bis support. 

Hun Ueluicken— Tbo politicol ngitalion 
as it was called showed tbe city of Victoria 
has some blood in its veins. Ho had no dj- 
siru to make a oume, ho studied elooo the 
I ubiic welfare. Ibo •aamiiiiBtration could 
be lar better conducted at Vicloria than in 
any olhor part of the colony, thjt was why 
he suppnrlid that place us prelerable to aoy 
other. Thu I egislaiivo Assembly was a sort 
of veot for Ihe feeltogs of tho public at tha 
time aud prevented more dangerous ezbibi- 
lions, IJut (lurin;; the whole lime of 
his c.\peiiuucu iu lhat Assembly be hud 
never seen the iirocccdinga interruDled by 
any unp irliamentary expression of senli,. 
nienta. The ventilation of suob questions 
wda always of advantage to the body politic, 
Hu hud always felt that Viotoria should be 
the Capital and he maintained that he was 
correct in his judgement.
